Formosa against the mainland of China, including consideration of 
hee oe a of such usé-upon the defense of Formosa, (NSC Action No, 
20-c. 


The Department of State was also requested by the Council to prepare 
a study on the effect upon China and other Eastern countries of 
continued U. S. support of Chiang Kai-shek. (NSC Action No. 420-d.) 


On February 12 the Senior Staff discussed the status of this project 
in the light of current developments and noted that the State and 

JCS studies requested by NSC Action 420, together with a draft report 
on U. 5S. Policy Toward the Far East prepared in the Department of 
State, would be transmitted in the next few days. On February 23 the 
Senior NSC Staff agreed that this project should be completed as a 
matter of priority.
